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-| Officials move 
county building 
facelift forward

Money, freed up from a 
Crawford County Jail expansion, 
may pave the way for the 
Crawford County Courthouse to 
become more handicapped 
friendly. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners last week 
authorized the Northwest Design 
Group, a Petoskey based engi- 
neering and consulting firm, to 
proceed with plans to make the 
Crawford County Courthouse 
building completely American 
Disabilities Act compliant. 

The action comes after nearly 
four years of studying possibili- 
ties for the Crawford County 
Courthouse, including potential 
relocation, building renovations 
and addition options. 

The work will entail designing 
a foyer and split level entry at the 
entrance to the county building 
which would house an elevator 
allowing people using wheel- 
chairs to access the basement in 
the building. The addition would 
also include bathrooms that 
could be used by handicapped 
visitors in the county building. 
improvements would 


include reconfiguring door fix- 
tures, service counters and 
entrances on the main level of 
the building. Landscaping, side- 
walks and the grade level 
approaching the building would 
also be altered to make entering 
the building more handicapped 
friendly. Finally, unisex rest 
rooms for the handicapped 
would be constructed in the 
Crawford County Jail and the 
basement level of the building. 

County officials gave the 
green light to have design plans 
and construction documents pro- 
duced to bring the county court- 
house in compliance with the 
American Disabilities Act, since 
the last payment for a Crawford 
County Jail expansion will be 
made in the summer of 2009. 

County officials built the $1.8 
million addition on the jail, 
which was completed in 1996, 
using a combination of a federal 
gtant and bonds authorized by 
the county board. Crawford 
County Administrator Paul 
Compo said annual payments for 
the bonds have ranged between 
$60,000 and $65,000.

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Grayling man lived 
life to the fullest

A scholarship will be created 
in memory of a Grayling High 
School graduate known for his 
kindness and his conviction to 
live life to the fullest despite suf- 
fering from epilepsy. 

Gregory (Greg) Joseph Petrie, 
21, of Grayling, died on 
Tuesday, July 1. Greg is the son 
of Kay and Dave Petrie and the 
brother of Joshua, Christopher, 
Jonathon, Nickolas and sister 
Elysia Petrie. 

Petrie was swimming with 
friends in Kalkaska County’s 
Bear Lake on Monday, June 30. 
The friends swam to the middle 
of the lake. As they were return- 


ing to shallower water, the Petrie 
family believes Greg had an 
epileptic seizure and went under 
water. Friends dove to attempt to 
find Petrie, then called out for 
help. An unidentified boater was 
able to locate Petrie and took 
him to shore. Paramedics were 
able to revive him, then rushed 
Greg to Kalkaska Memorial 
Hospital. He was later trans- 
ferred to the Munson Medical 
Center in Traverse City, where 
he died on July 1 due to health 
complications, 

“It was just a real unfortunate 


set of circumstances,’ Dave 
Petrie said,

Currently, county, state and 
city officials, involved with the 
emergency operations response 
team, coordinate their efforts in 
the cramped quarters of the 
Central Dispatch facility. 

The team was activated for 
the April 24 wildfire that rav- 
aged over 1,300 acres south of 
Grayling, destroyed six homes 
and forced dozens of people to 
evacuate their homes. 

The lack of space for people 
and equipment is a need that is 
always raised during evalua- 
tions following such disasters, 
said Larry Akers, the emer- 
gency management and 91] 
coordinator for Crawford 
County, 

“Its a need that has been 
identified for a number of years 
that the county is lacking,” 
Akers said. 

Last week, Lt. Mike Hosh, 
the seventh district coordinator 
for the Michigan State Police’s 
Emergency Management and 


Homeland Security Division, 
informed emergency manage- 
ment coordinators in the region 
of the federal program. 

The Department of 
Homeland Security is the feder- 
al agency created after the Sept. 
1] terrorist attacks. 

County officials only had 
until Wednesday, July 2, to file 
a notice of intent to apply for 
funding, and have to file final 
grant applications by Monday, 
July 21. 

Akers said that Homeland 
Security funds have previously 


_been earmarked to purchase 


equipment and training. 

“In the past, we’ve always 
been told that none of the 
Homeland Security grant funds 
could be for brick and mortar 
and this is for nothing but brick 
and mortar,” Akers said, 

Federal officials are making 
up to $1 million available for 
new construction projects and 
$250,000 for renovation proj- 
ects and improvements to exist- 


ing facilities. The grant requires 
a 25 percent match in funds, 

Akers said a potential emer- 
gency response center could be 
added on to the existing Central 
Dispatch building. He said he 
will be working with Crawford 
County Building and Zoning 
officials to gather the estimated 
costs for the project. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman 
of the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, said he was 
hopeful that state officials, such 
as Hosh, would advocate on 
behalf of the county after wit- 
nessing the conditions officials 
were working under during the 
wildfire. 

“He saw it first 
Stephenson said. 

Stephenson also noted that 
improvements to the Central 
Dispatch facility could also be 
made in conjunction with the 
project. 

“My thinking is we might be 
able to get two birds with one 
stone while doing this,” he said.

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WHEN MOST voters know 
this as an election year, most 
likely they're thinking about the 
presidential election in 
November. 

But there’s the little matter ofa 
primary election in Michigan 
coming up first. Our statewide 
primary will be Aug. 5. 

Election figures indicate most 
Michigan voters don’t care about 
the primary. Where November 
elections attract about 70 percent 
of eligible Michigan voters, in 
recent August primaries average 
turnout has been about 20 per- 
cent, meaning only one in five 
eligible voters bothers to vote. 

It's easy to assume this 20 per- 
cent will be mostly down-the-line 
partisans, either Republican or 
Democrat; many independent 
voters usually wait until general 
elections, not caring too much 
which party nominates which 
candidates. 

* * * 

WHO CONTROLS _ the 
Michigan legislature is at stake 
this year, and the primary will be 
important in deciding which indi- 
viduals, not which party, eventu- 
ally will go to Lansing. 

Mainly because of term limits,

would bring more money to the area,” 

Rob wrote on July t (regarding 
proposed ORV ordinance): “Our 
memories are too short. The reason 
that ATVs are restricted is due to the 
tremendous damage that they did to 
the environment when they were 
allowed unlimited access several 
years ago, It is ludicrous to assume 
that riders will suddenly amend their 
bchavior if given access again, 
Despite being illegal to do so, they 
ride down my paved county road 
every weekend. Any profit realized by 
this scheme would quickly be lost to 
taxpayers through road maintenance 
and enforcement costs. Finalty, in 
these times of rising fuel costs, it is 
inexcusable to condone activities 
which are so completely wasteful of a 
depleted resource.” 

Cheryl wrote on June 30 
(regarding local resident’s trip to 
Iran); “I find it refreshing in a time of 
so much saber rattling by our current 
administration’ to read about an 
American traveling to a country that 
has been so demonized. She was 
shown hospitality and courtesy, and 
renewed for all of us the realization 
that Iranians are not some evil axis of 
mad dog terrorists, but just people, 
very much like us.” 

Doug wrote on July 1 (regarding 
city resident grass mowing): “You 
own your home and pay your taxes, 
what right does the city have to tell 
you to mow your lawn? Isn't that tres- 
passing when they come on your 
Property to measure your grass? So 
who is in the wrong?” 
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That’s because whichever 
party controls the legislature also 
controls the process of apportion- 
ing house and senate districts 
after each 10-year census, and 
historically the party with the 
power draws districts lines to 
favor their party and limit the 
chances of the opposing party. 
Republicans do it when they’re in 
charge, Democrats do it when 
they are running things. 

However, the system always 
leaves a handful of seats on the 
partisan margin, where the usual 
difference in voter turnout is 
attainable by candidates of either 
party, These swing districts 
sometimes go with the party at 
the top of the ticket, so the presi- 
dential or governor’s races can 
make a difference in who con- 
trols the legislature. 

So if Democrat Barack Obama 
wins big in Michigan, chances of 
Democratic candidates winning 
legislative seats increase, and if 
Republican John McCain does 
extremely well in Michigan, 
Republican candidates down the 
line will benefit. 

In one-party districts, primary 
campaigning can be fierce. For 
example this year, state Reps.

August primary only run-up to big November 
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Virgil Smith and Marsha Cheeks, 
Detroit Democrats, each has 
served three two-year terms in 
the state house and now is term 
limited. 

Seventeen Democrats are bat- 
tling it out for the nomination in 
the Smith district, and 11 
Democrats are running in the 
Cheeks district. The candidates 
who win these primaries are sure 
shots to be in Lansing in January.

The gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor, 
attorney general and secretary of 
state all have four-year terms, up 
in 2010, 

One of Michigan’s two United 
States senate seats will be filled 
this year. Incumbent Sen. Carl 
Levin, Democrat, will face 
Republican State Rep. Jack 
Hoogendyke of Kalamazoo in 
November; neither has a primary 
opponent. 

All Michigan’s 15 congres- 
sional seats also will be filled this 
year, and all incumbents are run- 
ning. Some congressional dis- 
tricts feature primary contests, 
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mostly among challengers; only 
one incumbent, Rep. Carolyn 
Cheeks Kilpatrick of Detroit, 
faces serious primary opposition, 
but that’s divided between two 
relatively well-known Detroit 
politicians, so Ms. Kilpatrick 
probably will survive the primary 
and be reelected in November. 

County officers — commission- 
ers, clerks, treasurers, sheriffs, 
prosecutors, drain commission- 
ers -- will be nominated by parties 
for four-year terms. In some 
counties, these are hotly contest- 
ed, in others incumbents are 
shoo-ins or even unopposed. 

Township officers also will be 
nominated — trustees, supervi- 
sors, clerks, treasurers — are up 
for election this year, and the 
Aug. 5 primary will formally 
make these nominations. Again, 
depending on the local politics 
and Jocal circumstances, some of 
these are uncontested, some will 
produce lively contests. 

Judges, too, are to be nominat- 
ed in some areas. Court posts are 
non-partisan, Often these are 
dominated by incumbents, but 
that’s not the universal case, 
again depending on local events. 
Judges are elected in November, 
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after nomination in August, 
where the top two candidates for 
each judge seat will advance to 
the non-partisan November bal- 
lot.

ALTHOUTH IT is too tate for 
new voters to register for the 
August primary, there’s still plen- 
ty of time to register for the 
November election. 

For the Nov. 4 general election, 
which includes the presidential 
election, deadline for registering 
is Oct. 6. 

To register, you must be a U.S. 
citizen, at least 18 years of age by 
election day, and a resident of 
Michigan and the city or town- 
ship where you are applying to 
register. Registered voters who 
have moved into a different vot- 
ing jurisdiction also must register 
again to be allowed to vote at 
their new address. 

You can register at your coun- 
ty, city or township clerk’s office, 
or at any Secretary of State 
branch office.

Yes, we have options to 
reduce energy costs 


To the editor: 

A four day work week? 
Sounds better every time I hear 
it. No, I’m not lazy, though 
some of my friends and neigh- 
bors may think Iam. I’m just 
like everyone else, concerned 
about rising energy costs and 
looking for ways to help reduce 
our dependency on foreign oil. 

There’s been a lot of talk late- 
ly on ways to reduce energy 
costs. We all know how much 
gas prices have risen and its 
effects on rising costs on just 
about everything we use or buy. 

The government is doing their 
part by extending daylight sav- 
ings time, giving taxpayers 
energy tax credits and keeping 
oil companies honest, all to save 
energy costs. But even with all 
of this effort, it’s probably only 
a matter of time before increas- 
es will translate into higher 
costs at all levels of government, 
to the point of needing higher 
taxes to pay for these services.

Imagine the benefits of having 
an extra 52 days off each year. 
Just a few benefits would be: 

More three-day weekends 
would allow more tourism to 
our county. 

Companies and government 
offices closed an extra day each 
week would save on janitorial 
services, energy bills and securi- 
ty costs. 

More jobs would be created 
by businesses that must be open 
certain hours (including law 
enforcement, hospitals, fire- 
fighters, as well as “tourist- 
related” industries like super- 
markets, restaurants, canoe liv- 
eries, etc.).

(exercise), and have better fami- 
ly time and have time for volun- 
teer work in our community.

County officials are having the 
initial design and construction 
plans developed with the thought 
of using the funds to pay for the 
courthouse upgrades. 

“It gives us the opportunity to 
use the money thal we have not 
been counting on to go in a dif- 
ferent direction,” Compo said. 

The county building was built 
in 1969, The last major improve- 
ments made to the building were 
done in the mid-1990s and 
included replacing the boiler, 
adding air conditioning, replac- 
ing the roof and building a 
facade. 

Compo said that using the 
funds freed up from the jail 
expansion would allow the coun- 
ty to upgrade the courthouse 
without going to voters to 
approve 2 bond issue for the proj- 
ect or to try and secure a grant

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during the current difficult eco- 
nomic woes being experienced 
by the state and federal govern- 
ment. 

“We know we have to get the 
county building where it's acces- 
sible for the handicapped - that’s 
the main push - we've got to get 
that done,’ Compo said. “If we 
can do this without asking for 
more money from the voters, it is 
a win-win because we won't have 
to go to the taxpayers for more 
money and we can provide better 
accessibility to the public.” 

Four years ago, county offi- 
cials studied a number of alterna- 
live sites to relocate the county 
building, following an offer to 
purchase the county building by 
Bill Gannon, the owner of 
Gannon Broadcasting. Gannon 
sought to buy the property so he 
could develop it in conjunction 
with the former Fred Bear 
Archery property, which he 
owns. 

In January 2003, the county 
was awarded a $300,000 Rural 
Development loan to install an 


elevator, renovate the rest rooms 
and to create a handicapped 
accessible entrance for the coun- 
ty building so the facility could 
comply with the American 
Disabilities Act. 

Gannon made his offer to buy 
the county property just as the 
Building Authority was about to 
hire a contractor for the county 
building facetift, so they dectded 
nol to tap into the federal funds. 

Ultimately, county officials 
decided that the county building 
should stay put. 

Two years ago, the Northwest 
Design Group did a conceptual 
study of the county building, 
which included assessing the 
space needs for all county 
departments and agencies that 
lease space in other buildings in 
the community for the next 20 
years. The county board held off 
with proceeding with the plan, 
pending the final outcome of a 
court ruling over attorney fees 
for the eight-year Jegal battle 
with the 46th Circuit Trial Court. 
County offtcials are still waiting 


for that court decision. 

The estimated cost for the first 
phase of the county building 
improvement is $569,256. 
Despite increases in steel and 
fuel costs and adjustments for 
inflation, Howard 
Haselschwardt, the president of 
Northwest Design Group, said 
the construction cost should be 
close to the estimated figures. 

The county board held off on 
hiring the engineers for the con- 
struction management for the 
project. 

“You'll have to award the bids 
from that point forward, but at 
least you'll have real numbers to 
award the bids,’ Compo said. 

County Commissioner Shelley 
Pinkelman said the county is way 
past due to bring the county 
building into compliance with 
the American Disabilities Act. 

“We've been here for 10 years 
- some of us,” Pinkelman said. 
“We've spent money and all this 
time doing surveys and other 
things and we're not going any-

Canoe Marathon established a 
new record for most teams with 
75. Fifty-eight out of the 75 
teams that started the race 
reached the finish line at Oscoda.
